ENGLISH TEAM'S 
SUCCESS 


BRILLIANT MILITARY 


COMPETITION

A TEAM from the British Army made a 


welcome and highly successful re- 
appearance In the jumping competi- 
tions at Bailsbridge yesterday, taking the first 
three places in the opening military competi- 
tion and altogether fear of tie five awards, 
lt is five years since the British officers have 
been seen in the famous jumping enclosure, 
and, on yesterday's form, they would appear 
to have an excellent chance of capturing the 
chief prize, the Aga Khan Cup, from Ireland 
on Friday. 

Yesterday's competition was a high jump 
over two stone walls and poles, a stiff test, 
which only six of the twenty-five starters 
completed successfully on the first round. 
None of the six negotiated the second round 
perfectly, for Susan, Hazel and Hornet all 
meurred two faults by rapping the second 
stone wall; Jimmy, the Irish-bred Nether- 
lands horse, being placed fourth, with slight 
faults at both walls, The famous old 
warrior, Sea Count, was also faulted at both 
walls, and was awarded fifth place. The first 
three then jumped again, and this time Susan 
had a faultless round, leaving no Goubt as to 
the result; for Hazel knocked a pole and 
touched the second wall, while Hernet 
incurred the same faults, but threw his 
rider, Sir Peter Grant-Lawson; at the 
second wall, Sir Peter, who is a 
well-known rider under National Hunt 
rules, and had previously ridden the winner, 
Susan, was not injured, Ireland had only 
two horses competing—Clontarf and Duhallow 
—and both failed at the first wall. 

The entries for the . civilian. competition 

were so enormous that it had to be divided 
into two sections. In the first section four- 
teen qualified for a second round, and Edg- 
ware Dublin, Waltz Time and Mount Blanc 
tied again with one fault, Blue Star being 
mis fourth, due to a mistake at the double 
ank,. On the jump-off, Edgware Dublin 
touched the stone wall, but gained first place, 
the other two faulting at the single and 
double banks. Mr. Mhada Mills’ horse 
jumped splendidly and was most capably 
ridden by a newcomer to the Dubli: Show, 
Miss Mary Cox; but the pace on each round 
was unusually fast. 
In section two the standard of jumping 
was not quite so high, there being three spills 
at the double bank, which proved by far the 
most difficult obstacle to negotiate. It saw 
the failure of The Nugget, too, for he re- 
fused twice there before scrambling over in 
somewhat uridignified fashion. Ten. went 
round a second time, when the jumping was 
considerably better, for the judges had to 
send seven away a third time. Two slight 
faults at the stone wall and the double bank 
gave Mr Warwick's Thundercrash a sufficient 
margin to take first, prize, but Speculation, 
Meta and Genevieve still could not be sepa- 
rated, and had to make a fourth circuit.

ANOTHER FALL IN 
FIGURES 
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R BRITISH unemployment figures for 

July, published last night, show 
another reduction—this time of 60.604. 
This is the sixth consecutive decrease in 
the monthly figures this year. The first 
was in February, when the total ‘out of 
work—2,025,021—was 134,701 fewer than 
in the previous month. . In March there 
was a further fall of 143,490. In April 
the number of unemployed was 1,831,230— 
a drop of 50.301; in May the figures fell 
by 126,188, and in June the workless total 
was 1,702,676. 

The July total of 1,652,072 is the best 
return for well over six years. 

According to the returns published last 
night insured persons in employment in 
July 20 was approximately 10,..5,000, ex- 
clusive of. agricultural workers. This 
was. 63,000 more than a month before, and 
481.000 more than a year before. 

The number unemployed—1,652,072—is 
520,869 less than a year ago. The total 
comprises 1,312,527 men, 49,193 boys, 
246,145 women, and 44,207 girls.

The old age pension; he said, would be 
increased to £1 per week. Economic 
pensions for ex-Service men would be in- 
creased to 25s. per week in addition to the 
ordinary war pension. Deserted wives, 
with children, would be eligible for the 
widow's pension. Permanent invalids 
would be eligible for a pension of £1 per 
week, plus 10s. for the wife and 10s. for 
each dependent child under the age of 16 
years. 

Plans were now being drawn up for 
building §,000 houses at a. cost of 
£3,000,000. It was hoped to erect 900 by 
the end of the present financial year. 

The estimates show expenditure during 
the year on social services amounting to 
nearly £10,500,000 

Mr. Nash said that the income-tax 
system would be remodelled and simpli- 
fied, with a general exemption of £210, 
plus £50 for a wife and £50 for each de- 
pendent child. Existing exemptions for 
insurance premiums would be maintained, 
but exemption for unemployment tax paid 
would be abolished. 

The basic rate on earned incomes ol 
individuals—ls. 8d. in the pound—would 
be increased by one-hundredth of a penny 
for every pound up to incomes of £5,500, 
and thereafter the increase would be one 
of one-hundred-and-fiftieth of a penny for 
every pound, up to a maximum of 8s. 2d. a 
pound, which would be reached at a tax- 
able income of £8,950.. 

There would be a general exemption for 
companies, but this would be compensated 
by a basic rate of 1ls., with the same 
graduations as for individuals up to a 
maximum of 7s. 6d, in the pound. 

Graduated land tax rates would be fixed 
at a penny in the pound up to £5,000, in- 
creasing by one-eight-thousandth of a 
penny for every pound in excess of £5,000 
up to s maxinium of 6d., which was 
reached at an unimproved value of 
£45,000. 

Announcing an increase of £250,000 in
